LEARN THE BOYS A TRADE. 


New York state and one or two 
others, have put laws upon the boeks 
to punish men for being tramps with 
six months in jail. The question has 
given several of the states a vast 
amieunt of hard study and nearly 
everyone has a theory and a remedy 
for the increasing evil. When we 
were boys the men with a fair income 
and a fortune of twenty or twenty-five 
thousand,dollars were independent and 
they brought their sons up im idleness, 
if not luxury. An occasional one 
made his boys learn trades but he 
was considered eccentric. Nearly all 
had the young fellows dressed up in 
store clothes, and if they didn’t loaf 
about town all the time, they he!ped 
their father in his office or stere. 
They gained a smattering of Latin 
and the higher mathematics at some 
good school or college near home, and 
after dallying around a law office or 
doctor shop ersome such place for 
afew years they came west. Failure 
fell upon everything they touched and 
frem one thing they sank to another, 
but always cheeky, always lazy. They 
soon are perfectly willing to swell the 
meb of tramps and beg or steal as op- 
portunity offers. The poor boys who 
had to root hog or die, went to werk 
early and most of them stuck to it 
faithfully and are to-day in more than 
nine tenths of the positiens ef trust 
and profit in the great west. The 
moral we think we see in this is, learn 
your boys a trade. Do not let them 
run wild and go te the bad. The con- 
dition of California's young men is 
something awful. 
them are drunkards, or gamble, or 
worse and some of them do all. Ne- 
vada’s boys can be saved the terrible 
effects of such a life, if their parents de 
their duty. Boys should be learned 
the value of money. They have 
eneugh squandered on them here to 
keep a small family in some countries. 
They have beautiful rattles, blecks 
and whips before they can walk. 
Costly books, pictures and pencils be- 
fore they can read. The best of 
foed and nicest clothes frem child- 
heed up. They have guns, watches, 
fishing rods and ponies at twelve, and 
all without the least effort en their 
part, and with no knewledge of the 
labor and valuable time, of the wear 
and tear of life and brain the pos- 
session of them represents. Why, 
Madam, if you bring up that boy to 
twenty-one the way you have to 
twelve, he must bave a trip to Europe 
a year, a change of diamonds for every 
seasen and several men to wait upon 
him. He will have them too er turn 
tramp and swear every man must di- 
vide his goods and his geld.

A Dissertation On Russia and The 
Cossacks. 


A large and attentive audience as- 
sembled at the Methodist church yes- 
terday evening to hear Madame Brew- 
lof ky's lecture on Russia and the Cos- 
sacks. The lecture lest night was 
essentially a continuatien of the one 
delivered Sunday evening. Consid- 
erable time was deveted to the Cos- 
sack, his domestic, moral, and warlike 
attributes. Madame Brewlofky is 
evidently no lover ef these Ishmaels (f 
the Czar. They were represented as 
being plunderers by nature and thieves 


by instinct. It was a disgrace te Rus- 
sia that employed these barbaric raid- 
ers in her wars, fer it was a proverb 
that where the hoof ef the Cossack’s 
horse had trod the grass ceased to 
grow. Illustrations were given of the. 
, ignerance, and moral debase- 
ment of the Russian peasantry. 
Drunkenness was a universal vice. 
Not one family in a hundred ef the 
peasantry owned a bible, or a beok of 
any kind, and their religious instruc- 
tion was confined to the teachings of 
priests of the Greek church, often as 
ignorant and debased as themselves. 
In the Russian villages a saloon gener- 
ally stood beside the church. The 
men went from the saleon te the 
church, and returned to the saleon to 
drink vodka; or braudy, after the 
church services were over. Often 
when some peasantry in a pious fit 
would kneel before the church altar, 
a bottle of brandy would be seen 
sticking out ef his coat pocket. Ger- 
many and the Kaiser and his family 
came in for ashare of Madame's at- 
tention. She is decidedly pro Ger- 
man in her sympathies, and gave the 
Emperor considerable praise for his 
unification of Germany and Christian 
professiens, though she was in the end 
ebliged te admit that the laws of the 
empire were very restrictive, and es- 
pecially tyrannical in regard to emmi- 
gration. However, she attached no 
blame to the Emperer for this. Ma- 
dame Browlofky shews her lack of ex- 
perience im the lecture field by her 
discursive and somewhat disjeinted 
delivery. Her cheice of words is 
sometimes unfortunate, though she 
appears to theroughly understand the 
English language. She will doubtless 
improve if she continues in the lyceum. 
She delivers another lecture, her 
last in Reno, this evening, at the Con- 
gregational church. Her subject— 
“Prayer, and God's Commandments” 
—is rather a grave one; but, as the 
lady generally allows her remarks to 
take quite a wide range, other subjects 
will very likely be dealt with. Every- 
ody sh ould go and hear her.

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BARBARIC OBSEQUIES. 


4 Hundred Horse Power Chinese Fu- 
neral. 


This afterneon Reno was the scene 
of the highest tened and mest unique 
funeral ever witnessed in this section. 
Barnum's museum, Paddy’s curiosity 
shep or the Passion play in San Fran- 
— wouldn't be a marker alongside 
of it. Ah See, a fan- tan dealer of note 
and wealth, passed in his checks yes- 
terday, and his pagan compatriots de- 
termined te show their respect for him 
after death for his shrewdness in rob 
bing them while living. The brass 
band and ahearse were engaged for the 
occasion, and all this morning China- 
tewn was in a fever of excitement. 
The corpse was laid out in state, with 
twe roast, and ene raw dressed, pigs at 
the feet ef the coffin, and six hired 
meurners keeping up a dismal wail 
areund it. About 2 o'clock the pro- 
cession started. First came the brass 
band, followed by a Chinaman bear- 
ing aloft a huge red banner. Five 
more Chinamen bearing smaller flags 
with inscriptioas upon them came 
next, and then the nodding black 


stock driving in persen. Behind the 
hearse, walking, came the brother of 
the deceased supported two 
Chinamen. He was followed by 
the dead gambler’s wife, or mis- 
tress, whe walked along in her 
stocking feet, with bowed head, her 
frame ing with sobs, resting her- 
self on two other Chinawomen. About 
forty Chinese free masons, in white 
bleuses, with hats eff and their heads 
encircled with pieces of red cloth, 
marching twe by two, came next, fol- 
lowed by the entire Chinese male 
palation in deuble file. The Chinese 
Sond brought up the tail of the parade, 
with frequent and discordant strains 
of barbaric music. In this way the 
precession marched from Chinatown 
up First street, into Virginia street, and 
up Virginia to Commercial row. 
turned up Commercial row and into 
Sierra, and up Sierra to the cemetary. 
spy woe J ocked te the turn-out, 
and hundreds of men, women and 
children poured out pell-mell te the 
grave Out at the cemetary the 
crowd wrs so dense and crowded up 
se eagerly that only a few could see 
anything ef the ceremenies. When 
the coffin was lowered into the grave, 
the six mourners threw themselves on 
their faces on a mat near. it, and broke 
into a wail that would make a cayete 
die ef envy. A lot of fruit and pro- 
visions were taken out to place by the 
grave to lunch Ah See to the 
happy hunting greunds, but they are 
are more likely to Jand in the stomach 
of the marauding Washee. The In- 
dians were very much interested in 
the display. One of them, who was 
curious as te the cause, queried of the 
reperter, “Chinaman’s Fourth July?”
